•nd IIufiis, the son, hauled him off. 
Thomas, Ihe other »on, 
saw the affray from hi« vessel, and springing ashore mingled in 
the alfray, and between old Tom and young Tom, cousin “ IJil- 
b ” received “ a hroth of bating,” which confined him to his 
loom eight days, and also compelled him to draw largely on 
his tailor.
